Universities, TJC campus 
nurse Zelda Boucher said. 
“We are one of only a 
few junior colleges to be mem- 
bers of this consortium,” 
Boucher said. 
Notonly are TJC students 
and faculty invited to this pre- 


sentation, but area high schools 
are bringing students to this 
face-to-face look at HIV-AIDS 
and its effects. 

The Smith County Health 
Department will be on campus 
Nov. 4 to provide free and con- 
fidential HIV and syphilis test- 
ing. Persons in the testing and 
counseling will all be identi- 
fied by anumber system rather 
than by name. — 

“Everything will be done 
anonymously,” Boucher said. 
“We want anyone who thinks 


there is achance that they could. 


be infected to be tested. And 
we want to make it as easy as 
possible for them.” It will take 





two to three weeks for the re- 
sults to come in, she said. 

A poll taken on Tyler In- 
dependent School District high 
school campuses showed so 
much interest in free testing 
that the Smith County Health 
Department will test on their 
campuses as well. 

According to statistics 
published by the Centers for 


Disease Control on May 1, 


1994, AIDS is now the No.1 
killer of young men ages 25- 
35; 
In men and women ages 
20-29, 1219 cases of HIV were 
diagnosed in Texas. Sherrie 
Welch, RN at the Smith County 
Health Department’s HIV- 
AIDS treatment center, said.

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Candidates debate downward expansion

Local political candidates 
volleyed issues including 
downward expansion of the 
University of Texas at Tyler 
and community college fund- 
ing at Monday’s legislative fo- 
rum hosted by the Faculty Sen- 
ate in Rogers Student Center. 

Seven state senator and 
representative candidates from 
five Smith County districts 
appeared before approximately 
75 area voters. 

State Senate District 1 
Democratic candidate George 
Lavender, State Senate District 
2 Democratic candidate David 
Cain and his Republican oppo- 
nent Richard Harvey, State 
Senate District 3 Republican 
Drew Nixon, State Represen- 


tative District 5 Republican 


candidate Lance Lenz, and Dis- 
trict 6 incumbent State Rep. 
Ted Kamel, R-Tyler, and his 
Democratic opponenet Randy 
Hanson all took part. District 3 
Democratic candidate Curtis 
Soileau was absent due to 
weather conditions. 


Afteropening statements, 
the candidates responded in

tum to seven questions sub- 


mitted by audience members 


on topics ranging from illegal 
immigration to crime control. 
Candidates found common 
ground on most issues. 

All participants opposed 
casino gambling and favored 
measures to close Texas bor- 
ders to illegal immigration. 
Spending more moneyoncrime 
prevention and education were 
listed as top priorities and each 
candidate offered his own 
method for cutting the budget 
to accommodate this shift. 

Expanding University of 
Texas at Tyler to a four-year 
university drew more varied 
responses, although only Lav- 
ender openly opposed it. 

“I don’t see the advan- 
tages, but I do see the harm to 
the junior college in a down- 
ward expansion,” he said. 

Although Harvey admits 
his initial reaction favors ex- 
pansion, both he and Nixon 
Said the needs more research. 

“One thing you have to 
look at is ‘Do we need that 
extra two years in our area,” 
Nixon said, “I honestly cannot 
answer that.” 
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Expanding University of Texas at Tyler to a 
four-year university drew more varied 
responses, although only Lavender openly 


opposed it. 


Hanson foresees expan- 
sion hinging on area educa- 
tional and economic needs. 

“To me this isn’t a politi- 
cal issue. It’s what’s best for 
education. I think the natural 
progress of the economy in 
Tyler and East Texas is going 
to be the determining factor,” 
he said. 

Lenz, Kamel and Caine 
Called the topic a regional con- 
cem 


“T believe this is a matter 
that involves total local con- 
sensus and itis a political deci- 
sion. There has to be consensus 
...Orit’s going to fail,” Caine 
said. 


Allsupported funding for 
community colleges with Lav- 
ender, Harvey and Hanson sug- 
gesting budget cuts to achieve 
this. 

“We could reduce the size 
of state government by 20 per- 
cent. This would create more 
money that we could put into 
education. . . instead of paying 
a bunch of bureaucrats down 
there that are trying to think of 
more ways to harass you and 
I,” Harvey said. 

Kamel cited a non-tradi- 
tional way to support higher 
education. 

“Last year, South Texas 
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for higher education,” he said., 
“They went united (to the leg- 
islature) and they were there 
and they got what they needed.” 
Lenz promoted redistrib- 
uting funds at a state level. 
“We can increase fund- 
ing for junior colleges by re- 
moving the Texas Education 
Agency, applying that money 
to it, (and) applying the lottery 
profits back to education,” he 
said. ; 
While Nixon simply 
voiced his support for junior 
colleges, Caine touted his his- 
tory as chairman of the Higher 
Education Committee in the 
House of Representatives and 
his work with the Dallas County 
Community College District. 
“Ask those people,” 
Caine said, “because they know 
the way that I’ve worked with © 
them to ensure they have ad- 
equate levels of funding and 
the tools they need to do the

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Hays seeks 14 for Mexico trip

Spending Spring Break ’95 lounging in a Mexican villa, 
basking on the beaches of Cancun and trekking through pre- 
Columbian ruins could become more than just a dream for 14 
Foreign Language Director John Hays is looking for stu- 


dents to accompany him on an 8-day, 7-night trip to Mexico . 
March 18-25. For $600, which covers airfare and hotel 
accomodations, the tour will include Merida, Chichen Itza and | 
Cancun. A $200 deposit is due Nov. 15 and the final payment is 


due Feb. 1, 1995. Although it is open to all students, Hays de- 
scribed it as a “language training camp” for Spanish language 
Students. 
“One ofthe first things! dois ask the group to go out and find 
a bus schedule. You'll be surprised at the type of outlets you can 
find to express your Spanish,” he said. 

He has previously led five groups of students to Mexico. 
The three sites are a combination of what he has observed to be 
students’ favorite destinations. 

“Chichen Itza is forthe pre-Columbian ruins, Merida is for 
its colonial past and Cancun for its explosion and excitement,” 
Hays said. 

The group will fly from Dallas March 18 to Mexico City and 
on to Merida. They will spend two days exploring the historic, 
colonial pockets of the city that still exist amid the bustling 
metropolis. 

“There is a promenade with huge, castle-like houses, 
sidewalk cafes and horsedrawn carriages. All of them (the tour 
group members) have absoulutely been made comfortable by the 
thought of Merida,” Hays said. a 

Moving from colonial to pre-Columbian, ancient Indian 
ruins in Chichen Itza willbe the group’s focus forthe nexttwodays 
and nights. , 

“Thehotelis wonderful—it’s in the middle of the jungle and 
right next to the pyramids. It’s amazing what a misty night cando 
for you ina 1,000 year-old building,” Hays said, “To sitamong the 
Tuins ofa fallen civilization and wonder when yoursis going to fall 
is intoxicating.” 

The bright lights of Cancun will be the group’s next stop for 
three days and nights where a multitude of attractions await them. 
Group members can choose between snorkeling, scuba diving, 
Shopping, dancing and time on the beach. 

“You can spend time doing things—there’s a real relaxed 
atmosphere in Cancun.” Hays said. 

This trip will also count as continuing education credit. For 
more information students should contact Hays at 510-2547.

Sift together flour, sugar, comstarch and salt. Add oil and egg white; stir 
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till smooth. Add the water, mix well. Make one cookie at a time by pouring 1 
tablespoonful of the batter on lightly greased skillet or griddle; spread to 3.5- 
inch circle. Cook over low heat about 4 minutes or till lightly browned. Turn 
with wide spatula; cook 1 minute more. 

Working quickly, place cookie on pot holder. Put paper strip printed with 
fortune in center, fold in half and then fold again over edge of bowl. Place in 
muffin pan to cool. 

Preparation tip: Before you start making the cookies, write fortunes with 
prediction of good health, prosperity and happiness on small strips of paper for 
enclosing in the cookies as instructed above.

4 oz lean pork 

4 oz boneless chicken breast, skinned
